Democrats A tribute to Geoff Rushton 

We are deeply saddened to report the loss of Geoff 
Rushton, one of the most committed local campaigners 
you're ever likely to find. He suffered a stroke on Ist 
February and was rushed to Hinchingbrooke Hospital, 
but, he died soon afterwards - on his birthday. 

Geoff was a long serving member of the Liberal 
Democrats and Charter 88 amongst other organizations. 
He took the mantle of justice, whether it be crusading at 
local election time or furthering a national cause. 

Geoff's effectiveness as a campaigner was legendary. 
Whilst canvassing in Oakington for the local elections, a 
voter tore up our candidate’s leaflet in Geoff’s face. Te- 
naciously, Geoff asked him whether he realized what he 
had just done ... he hadn’t even bothered to read it. Geoff 
offered the man another chance - this time he took the 
leaflet and read it quietly. 

Geoff regularly achieved national notoriety, alongside 
his wife Audrey, with their dogged resistance against 
inequity and hardship. In the early nineties, Geoff be- 
came a cause célébre when, after being recently made 
redundant, he was prosecuted for non-payment of his 
wife’s poll tax, rather than his own. The media ‘massed’ 
outside the courtroom as Geoff was handed a prison 
sentence. The judiciary appeared not to care that his dis- 
abled and dependant wife was little able to pay and would 
be left without a primary carer. With principle and dig- 
nity intact he went to jail; however, he was released the 
same day after a supporter helped out financially. 

In 1996 the Rushtons again became celebrities when 
the BBC programme ‘Kilroy’ and the national newspa- 
pers covered Geoff and Audrey’s stand against VAT on 
domestic fuel and the effect on pensioners. 

Geoff’s inclination for fairness and justice was also 
expressed in his concern for the homeless and dispos- 
sessed and his work for Charity. He was a devoted hus- 
band, however, and his commitment to Audrey always 
relegated his other activities into the background when- 
ever her illness became a burden to her. 

His selflessness was even to follow him into death as 
Geoff has left his body to medical research. 

A very modest man but with such importance, his life 
was celebrated in a service at Fen Drayton Parish Church.

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Dear editor, 
Never in the 29 years we have lived in Bar Hill have we seen it 
looking so bad. Its centre is a slum and its roads a lorry park! 
Like many of you we cannot show our Village to friends, par- 
ticularly those from abroad, with any degree of pride and confi- 
dence. 

Twenty nine years ago, we envisaged a village where every 
house was adjacent to a green area, where shops catered for every 
need, where there were office facilities for professional and 
comercial practices, where roads were for access to and from the 
Village, and where there was a Village Centre designed for resi- 
dents. In short, everything a small town of 5000 people should 
have. 

Now that the Village is complete, what have we got ? A run- 
down shopping centre, its future development restricted by its land- 
lords. Even our Indian take-away has to operate from a van as 
there is nowhere else for him to go. No bank and no plans for one. 
Industrial areas which are an utter disgrace, neglected by land- 
lords interested only in the income accruing from them and giv- 
ing nothing in return, at the mercy of lorry drivers using it as an 
overnight stop, churning up soil and concrete and leaving behind 
their litter. Roads used by these lorries day and night, as well as 
those who merely equate Bar Hill with Tescos, and a village cen- 
tre where residents are afraid to go. 

It is easy to apportion blame; not least the apathy displayed by 
most residents of this village, but it is this apathy which has al- 
lowed this situation to develop. 

How much longer are we to allow Tesco and the District Coun- 
cil to dither and prevaricate over our heads as to the future of our 
village. 

How much longer are we to allow the use of Bar Hill as an 
overnight stop? Yes it keeps the lorries off the roads and out of 
traditional villages, but should Bar Hill be a sink for the refuse 
others do not want ? 

How much longer are we to tolerate the notion that Bar Hill is 
a ‘development’ or a piece of Tesco real estate ? 

How much longer has the industrial estate to be an example 
of squalid industrial development ? 

How much longer have our roads to be blighted by day and 
night traffic which has no place in our village ? 

We need: 

To tell Tesco what we, the residents, want as part of their fu- 
ture plans. Not just an office for the Parish Clerk, a swimming 
pool or another football pitch. To be positive, not merely negative, 
as in the past. 

To harangue the County Council into limiting overnight park- 
ing in the Village. If Dry Drayton, Madingley or Girton do not 
have this problem, why should we ? 

To identify (name them in the press) the landlords whose in- 
difference makes the Industrial Estate so hideous. 

It is our Village, not a piece of Tesco real estate, not a South 
Cambridgeshire sink, not a ‘development’ which has gone awry. 
There are many aspects of Bar Hill of which we can be proud - 
these are our achievements. 

Let us now rise from our apathy to ensure that self-interest, 
indifference, smug cynicism and hostility by members of District 
and County Councils and commercial interests do not undermine 
this. 

Let us act and provide, where still possible, the village we 
envisaged thirty years ago. 

The Residents’ Association can be this catalyst.
